WASTE

FURIOUS residents and 
business owners have spoken 
of their disbelief after 
controversial plans for a new 
waste transfer site in Harlow 
were approved by Essex 
County Council. 

Despite receiving hundreds of 
objections opposing the proposals 
for the waste station on the 
Templefields Industrial Estate - 
including a recommendation from 
Harlow Council advising against 
the plans - members of ECC’s 
development and regulation com¬ 
mittee voted in favour of the devel¬ 
opment on Friday. 

The Star understands that Michael 
Garnett, county councillor for Harlow 
North and current Harlow Council 
chairman, was one of the six councillors 
who voted in favour of the proposals. 

With no overall majority, the decision 
was pushed through by the committee 
chairman's casting vote. 

Mr Garnett was unavailable to com¬ 


ment as the Star went to press. 

“Everyone is absolutely horrified,” 
said Bernadette Miele, headteacher of 
Tany’s Dell Primary School, which is 
located less than 250 yards away from 
the site of the new waste station. 

“Although the school building is 250 
yards away from the proposed site, our 
school grounds - which the children use 


for play and outside learning - are closer. 

“I have already had parents say that 
they will take their children out of the 
school - I am extremely concerned.” 

The new waste transfer station has 
been designed to handle up to 55,000 
tonnes of household and garden waste 
from Harlow and Epping each year and 
will require up to 100 extra collection 


vehicles to pass through town each day. 

“It will be a disaster for Harlow and 
my confidence in the whole consulta¬ 
tion system has been lost,” added Ms 
Miele. “We will continue to do anything 
we can to stop this.” 

Harlow MP Robert Halfon said he 
was “very disappointed” with the deci¬ 
sion and criticised the county council 


for a lack of public consultation on the 
plans. “This is not the right site for the 
waste transfer plant and I will be look¬ 
ing at all possible avenues for an 
appeal,” he added. 

Councillor Shona Johnson, chairman 
of Harlow Council’s development man¬ 
agement committee, said the district 
council shared their residents’ concerns. 

“Our objections to the planning 
application were sympathetic to the 
concerns of local residents and we felt 
the more suitable location for the station 
was the previously identified site in 
North Weald,” she said. 

“Clearly we share our residents’ dis¬ 
appointment about this decision and we 
will continue to monitor developments.” 

However, Michael Hustwitt - who 
previously said he would consider mov¬ 
ing his electronic manufacturing busi¬ 
ness from the Templefields site if the 
waste transfer station went ahead - 
remained resolute. 

“The battle isn’t over yet,” he told the 
Star this week. “They haven’t made 
anything official and there are discrep¬ 
ancies that still need to be addressed 
before they can go through with the 
development.” 

Essex County Council had failed to 
provide a comment on the decision as 
the Star went to press yesterday 
(Wednesday) afternoon.

Arson attack 
at Old Town 
Indian eatery 


POLICE have issued an 
urgent appeal for the public’s 
help following an arson attack 
at an Indian restaurant in Old 
Harlow. 

The incident happened at around 
10.30pm on Sunday when a man 
entered the Raj Lodge restaurant on 
High Street before lighting two 
crudely made bottle-bombs and 
throwing them into the premises. 

One of the incendiaries exploded 
behind the bar area near the restau¬ 
rant’s entrance and the other hit the 
floor of the dining area in between 
two tables, burning the carpet and 
walls. 

Fortunately, no one was dining in 
the restaurant at the time of the 
attack as it was about to close. Staff 
members on site were left uninjured 
but shaken.

Company director Mo Uddin, 
who runs the restaurant with his 
father Jamal, told the Star he was 
"shocked" by the attack. 

"My father opened this restaurant 
in 1988 and we’ve never had any¬ 
thing like this happen here before - 
it’s shocking," he said. 

"It came completely out of the 
blue - some of the boys were 
preparing to cash up before closing 
up for the night and then this guy 
walks in and chucks a couple of 
exploding bottles into the restau¬ 
rant. 

"Luckily, there was no one eating, 
as we were about to close. 

“Fortunately, the explosions did¬ 
n't cause much damage, and we 


were able to fully reopen by 
Monday evening." 

The suspect is described as a 
white man, 5ft 8in tall, wearing a 
baggy grey hoody, light camouflage 
trousers and a red scarf over his 
face. 

He was wearing surgical gloves 
and was carrying a red and black 
bag. 

Inspector Stephen Ellis of Essex 
Police said: "We are extremely con¬ 
cerned regarding this incident, if 
you were in the area, or noticed 
someone acting suspiciously, please 
contact us."

School head’s 
3,000 emails! 

A HARLOW school has shot to fame after 
millions tuned in for its debut on new 
Channel 4 reality series Educating Essex last 
week. 

Passmores School, whose staff and pupils 
star in the fly-on-the-wall documentary, 
became the hot topic of conversation during 
the programme’s first showing last Thursday. 

The opening episode, which aims to show 
the day-to-day workings of a modern second¬ 
ary school, received mixed reviews from 
national newspapers, with some criticising 
the school for taking part in the "unflatter¬ 
ing" project. 

However, the majority of press articles and 
viewers’ comments congratulated Passmores 
on helping to produce an honest depiction of 
modern school life, with one teacher, writing 
for the Radio Times , calling it “exactly the 
sort of documentary that many teachers have 
been crying out for.”

The Injury Specialists 
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Dog team searching 
for more volunteers 


A HARLOW-based charity is 
calling on dog owners and their 
pets to help them find missing 
and vulnerable people across 
Essex. 

Volunteer group Search Dogs Essex 
trains and provides dogs to find people 
reported missing by the authorities at 
any time of the day, seven days a week. 
With more than 9,000 people reported 
missing across the county every year, 
the group plays a valuable role in 
helping families to be reunited as 
quickly as possible with their loved 
ones. 

“The majority of our work is centred 
on finding people who have conditions 
like dementia and have wandered from 
their homes,” explained group 
chairwoman Karin Yung. 

“If no-one has seen the person then it 
can be incredibly difficult for local 
authority foot teams to locate them. 
However, our animals are usually able 
to find the missing person very 
quickly, giving peace of mind to the 
family involved and stopping the 
person from coming to any harm.” 

The group, which has been running 
since 2006, needs more volunteers to 
help expand the service it provides.

“We really need both human and dog 
volunteers to help boost up the team,” 
said Karin. “The more dogs we have 
trained, the more we have ready to 
respond as quickly as possible to the 
increasing number of call-outs. 

“It is a hugely rewarding role and over 
90 per cent of the time we have a 
happy outcome. The feeling from 
knowing that your dog is responsible 
for that is quite incredible.” 

Although members of the organisation 
often volunteer their own pets to 
become search dogs, Karin says people 
without dogs can also help the team. 
“There are many other roles that need 
filling, whether it is helping to train 
the dog to giving navigation support 
when the dogs are out on a search,” 
she said. “Any help is greatly 
appreciated. 

“Even if someone can only offer an 
hour of their time a week that will be a 
big help. Any extra support would be 
absolutely fantastic."

Keeping pupils

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Woman says ex 
'broke her nose'

A HARLOW nightclub 
worker who claims her ex¬ 
boyfriend kidnapped her 
before breaking her nose 
wept in the witness box as 
she told of her alleged 
ordeal this week. 

Sophie Johnson, of Hart 
Road, now faces plastic surgery 
to overcome breathing problems 
said to have been caused by her 
injuries at the hand of Joseph 
Mills, of Piggotts Way, Bishop’s 
Stortford. 

She told Chelmsford Crown 
Court on Tuesday that Mills - 
who denies kidnap and assault 
causing actual bodily harm - 


had "ambushed" her on May 9 
this year before dragging her 
towards Harlow Mill Station. 

Miss Johnson - who had 
briefly lived with Mills at an 
address in Hertford before the 
couple split up - claimed she 
had agreed to meet him outside 
the Oasis Hotel at around 4am 
after he had earlier threatened to 
kill her disabled sister, her par¬ 
ents and her brother if she didn’t 
go to him. 

She said: “He pulled me 100 
yards down an alleyway which 
leads to the platform at Harlow 
Mill Train Station. He told me 
he was going to throw me under 
a train - I was scared.” 

She claimed Mills then kept 
her at the station for almost an 
hour, asking her: “Do you want 
the fast train or the slow train?” 


He also asked her whether 
she had cheated on him, she told 
the jury, to which she replied 
she had not. 

“I told him to go home and he 
asked for a cuddle - I said ‘ok’ 
to keep the peace - and he put 
his arms around my shoulders. I 
kept my arms at my sides,” she 
said. 

“He then lent back and 
punched me in the face and I fell 
into the car - it was instant pain. 
My face was numb, throbbing 
and blood was gushing out 
everywhere. Blood was coming 
from my nose. I could feel it 
was broken.” 

Initially she said Mills (22) 
drove her to the Rivers Hospital 
in Sawbridgeworth - which 
does not have a casualty depart¬ 
ment - for treatment, but then 


sped toward his Stortford home, 
where he is said to have covered 
her with a sleeping bag and 
stamped on her head. 

But yesterday (Wednesday), 
the court was read a statement 
given by Mills to police in 
which the defendant claimed to 
have been asleep at the time of 
the alleged incident. 

He told police that on the 
evening of May 9 he had gone 
shopping at a Tesco Express 
store before heading to a 
friend’s house and later return¬ 
ing home to go to bed. 

He claimed he had met Miss 
Johnson briefly earlier in the 
weekend after leaving a night¬ 
club, but had not seen her since, 
adding that she had asked him to 
visit her but that he had refused. 

The case continues.

Trying to cut cable theft 


SIR, National Express East 
Anglia train services were 
significantly disrupted earlier 
this month following a 
further cable theft incident, 
this time affecting services to 
Cambridge and Stansted 
Airport. 

There have been over 50 
incidents of cable theft on the 
railway in this region over 
recent months and the direct 
impact for rail passengers is 
significant. In 2010, more 
than 2,500 trains were 
delayed or cancelled because 
of cable theft. 

Any one of these incidents 
can disrupt thousands of 
passengers, with considerable 
knock-on effects for 


businesses across the region. 
National Express and 
Network Rail are working 
closely with the British 
Transport Police to try to 
tackle these problems and 
mitigate their disruptive 
effect. These include a 
dedicated BTP task force 
with extra officers, 
partnership and intelligence 
work with the Serious 
Organised Crime Agency 
increased use of CCTV, 
forensic marking, alarms and 
other devices, the 
establishment of fast response 
teams to get trains moving as 
quickly as possible following 
an incident, introduction of 
new cable that is easier to 


identify and harder to steal 
and use of approved 
scrapyards for disposal of 
used materials. 

However, despite these 
actions the number of cable 
thefts has increased, driven 
by the very high price of 
copper. 

We believe that the relevant 
legislation must be 
strengthened if we are to 
truly address this problem. 
As part of an industry-wide 
campaign we have identified 
a number of measures that 
would help, such as a new 
licensing scheme with 
rigorous requirements 
relating to identification and 
quarantine of metals 


received, restrictions to cash 
transactions, significant 
penalties for non-compliance 
and powers for the police to 
close premises that breach 
conditions and seize assets. 
We have written to the 
region’s MPs seeking their 
support for these changes. 

We hope we can secure swift 
progress so this menace is 
eradicated from our railways.

We are protecting 
services' future 

SIR, Following your report on the town’s 
museum service and Pets’ Corner (Star, 
September 15), I would like to set out more 
detail on the council’s plans. 

As the Star reported, the council 
organised a very successful Big Society 
community conference in July to invite 
expressions of interest in running a number 
of discretionary services. As a result of this 
conference, the council received 26 
informal expressions of interest. 

Whilst the bulk of the expressions of 
interest came from the voluntary sector, a 
number of expressions of interest were 
received from the business community. It is 
clear that all of those organisations 
submitting expressions of interest care 
about the future of these services. The 
council will explore all the ideas put 
forward before making any final decisions. 
Two approaches are emerging which are 
complementary: some organisations are 
interested in taking over one or more of the 
services completely whereas other 
organisations would like to contribute in 
some way but do not have the capacity to 
take on a whole service. 

The council is grateful for the support from 
Rainbow Services and the Voluntary Sector 
Forum at looking at how a collaborative 
approach might be developed to allow the 
smaller organisations to become involved, 
for example through a community trust, to 
facilitate their contribution. 

It is important to give residents an 
opportunity to let the council have their 
views. 

Residents attending the neighbourhood 
forums can use the question and answer 
session to ask me about the council’s Big 
Society approach to community services. 

I am also addressing the Harlow Arts 
Conference this month to allow people to 
share their views with me and people can 
also write to me at the Civic Centre. 

When all the final decisions are made, I 
will ensure that they are communicated to 
all residents via the local media. 

As I have repeatedly said, my most pressing 
job this year is to do all that I can to 
support the future of Harlow’s community 
services. 

I have approved the formal tender process 
for the museum service and Pets’ Corner 
and we will adopt this process for other 
discretionary services. 

We are required by law to follow due 
process to ensure the tenders are widely 
advertised. 

Each bid will be tested for robustness and 
sustainability as we recognise it is vital that 
the successful organisations have a lasting 
future. 

The successful bidder(s) will begin 
operation on April 1 next year after the 


council has set the budget for the next 
municipal year. 

However, when all the formal bids are 
received and we are in a position to make 
the final decisions, the administration will 
not shy away from doing what must be 
done to enable the council to achieve the 
financial targets it has been set by 
Government. With the financial pressure 
facing us, to do nothing is no longer an 
option. 

Now is not the time to sit back and blame 
one another for the past. Residents are more 
concerned about the decisions we make 
today and for tomorrow. 

My colleagues and I know how important 
these services are and we will do 
everything we can to ensure their future 
success.

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MP backs rail 
safety protest 


A DEAF woman whose dog was 
killed by a train has called on 
Network Rail to erect new safety 
fencing along a "dangerous" 
stretch of track running through 
Harlow Town Park. 

Kim Herbert, of Altham Grove, lost 
‘hearing dog’ Cassie in 2009 after it ran 
onto the line while the pair were out on a 
walk in Maymeads Marsh. 

Shocked to discover that parts of the 
track between Harlow Town Station and 
the Templefields Industrial Estate did not 
appear to be fenced off, she has since 
launched a campaign and online petition 
calling for urgent safety improvements. 

"This is a public place where our dogs 
and children play - it is unacceptable to 
have railway lines with no safety fencing

in a designated town park," she told the 

Star. 

"But all Network Rail have been able 
to tell me is that they have "possible 
plans" for an "update of the fencing" - 
what fencing? 

"I just hope it won't take the death or 
serious injury of a child to convince 
them safety needs to be improved." 

Ms Herbert’s campaign has won the 
backing of both Harlow Council and MP 
Rob Halfon, while her online petition 
has attracted hundreds of signatures. 

Mr Halfon told the Star: "I congrat¬ 
ulate Kim on her campaign and she can 
rest assured that I will be doing all I can 
to support her. 

"I think it’s absolutely vital Network 
Rail install suitable safety fencing along 
this stretch of track not only to protect 
people’s dogs, but also to safeguard chil¬ 


dren from injury or worse." 

A spokesperson for Network Rail 
claimed the "boundaries" - which can 
include vegetation - separating the rail¬ 
way line from the park were in "reason¬ 
able" condition, but admitted the firm 
was considering ways of making them 
more secure. 

"We are sorry that a dog was killed on 
the track in Harlow and since the inci¬ 
dent, we have met with the owner and are 
now looking at ways of making the exist¬ 
ing fence alongside the railway more 
secure," he told the Star. 

"We encourage dog owners to keep 
their pets under full control whenever 
they are close to the railway in the same 
way they would alongside a busy road."

I’ll always remember when he 
became quite a hit after the brass band he 
played for appeared in the Batchelors 
Savoury Rice advert. He got a lot of stick for 
that! 

“There was a sixth form tuck shop where we 
used to get all our fizzy drinks, crisps and 


sweets and then at lunchtime we’d all often 
congregate outside a newsagents called 
Bunces and buy even more. 

“They really didn’t care back then. There 
certainly wasn’t any pressure on us pupils 
getting our five a day.”

A TEENAGER was taken 
to hospital after being 
attacked and robbed on a 
Harlow street by a man 
wielding an iron bar. 

The 19-year-old victim was 
walking along Brooklane Field 
at around 9pm on Monday, 
September 19 when he was 


approached by his attacker. 

Despite fighting back, he 
sustained multiple injuries as 
the man hit him repeatedly with 
the weapon before wrestling 
him to the ground and demand¬ 
ing his phone and keys.

IT may be have been called Harlow New Town, but Harlow 
is no longer quite so new, having celebrated its 64th birthday 
earlier this year. 

It’s a town that offers a great deal, from numerous high 
street shops and small independent stores to superb leisure 
facilities and more. 

It was on March 25, 1947, that Harlow New Town was 
officially designated as one of eight completely new planned 
communities with a vision of a community offering work and 
homes to those who moved here. 

Harlow was developed around the market town of Old 
Harlow and the villages of Great Parndon, Latton, Little 
Parndon and Netteswell. It was designed by architect- 
planner Sir Frederick Gibberd and was designed to re-house 
those displaced from the bombing of east London during the 
Second World War. 

Although well known as a New Town, Harlow has evidence 
of settlements dating back thousands of years. There is 
evidence of ancient occupation in the area and axe heads 
made about 6000BC have been found at Parndon. There is 
also a Roman mosaic floor in the Templefields area of the 
town. 

Harlow is comprised of a series of neighbourhoods, 
separated by green wedges which make access to natural 
landscape easy for the town’s 80,000 residents. Each 
neighbourhood was designed so that residents could access 
schools, shops and health services within easy walking 
distance. 

The town is famous for having Britain’s first pedestrian 
precinct in the town centre and Britain’s first tower block, 
The Lawn, which was constructed in 1951. 

Sir Frederick Gibberd did not only plan Harlow, but was also 
responsible for establishing the Harlow Arts Trust. 
Redevelopment in the southern area of the town has led to 
a new Civic Centre and the construction of new shops and 
restaurants, including the increasingly-popular Water 
Gardens complex.

A HARLOW police officer 
has returned from a summer 
holiday with a difference after 
spending two weeks helping 
out at an orphanage in Sri 
Lanka. 

Neighbourhood officer PC Rob 
Hance travelled to a small village in 
Agape last month to help decorate 
the local orphanage and spend time 
with the 120 children who call it 
home. 

Many of the youngsters have 
come from tragic backgrounds, but 
PC Hance and his family were able 
to put a smile on their faces by lead¬ 
ing a holiday club, hosting a ‘Sri 
Lanka’s Got Talent’ contest and even 
organising a ‘school sports day’ 
complete with egg and spoon and 
sack races. 

The children also tucked into a 
tasty fish curry, bread and ice cream 
supper as a thank you from PC 
Hance and his family. 

He said: "The children never have 
bread because it’s too expensive - 
it’s almost impossible to imagine 
that something we eat as a quick 
snack is completely missing from 
their daily diet. 

"It’s impossible to describe the 
faces of the children when they were 
given a huge doorstep of fresh bread 
to eat with their fish curry. 

“We wanted them to have a meal 
to remember." 

The carers at the orphanage - 
known as care mothers - were also 
given a well-earned rest, with PC 
Hance treating them to relaxing spa 
treatments. 

"The care mothers work tirelessly 
to look after the children, so it was 
good for them to receive some care 



for a change," he said. 

PC Hance also visited the coun¬ 
try’s southern coast where a devas¬ 
tating tsunami struck in December 
2004. 

He said: "There has been a lot of 
redevelopment, but there are still 
some shocking reminders of what 
happened. 


"There is a field in the centre of 
town where those who died are 
buried and we had lunch with a lady 
who lost her husband. 

He added: "I will never forget my 
trip to Sri Lanka - and I have no 
doubt that the children will remem¬ 
ber the egg and spoon and sack races 
for a long while to come!"

A RUSSIAN artist claims he 
has created the world's 
smallest working aquarium 
- which holds just two 
teaspoons of water! 

The tiny glass fish tank is smaller than 
an ice cube and contains miniature 
plants, multi-coloured stones and 
miniscule zebra danio fish. 

It can only be filled up using a syringe 
and the tiny fish have to be added with 
a specially-made miniature fish net. 
The bizarre creation is the latest work 
by 57-year-old Anatoly Konenko, who 
specialises in what he calls 
‘microminiature’ art. 

He told reporters: "The tank was made 
out of curiosity. It is the world’s 
smallest and holds only 10ml of water. 


“For reference, 5ml is one teaspoon, 
so the aquarium can hold only two 
teaspoons worth of water.” 

Over the past 30 years Mr Konenko 
has perfected the painstaking skill of 
writing and drawing on tiny grains of 
rice, poppy seeds and even human 
hair using a microscope and precision 
tools. 

In 1996, he made it into the Guinness 
Book of World Records for making the 
world’s smallest-ever book. It included 
29 pages, three color illustrations and 
a portrait and measured 0.9 x 0.9 mm. 
His other extraordinary creations have 
included a grasshopper playing a tiny 
violin and a group of 12 miniature 
camels set inside the eye of a needle.

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Residents 
keep down 
energy use 


HARLOW is leading the way in 
reducing electricity, gas and fuel 
consumption across Essex, new 
Government figures have revealed. 

According to a nationwide survey by the 
Department of Energy and Climate 
Change, the town has steadily reduced the 
size of its carbon footprint since 2005, with 
C02 emissions dropping considerably per 
person over the past six years. 

The statistics, which take industrial, res¬ 
idential and road transport emissions into 
account, show that each resident now pro¬ 
duces an average of 7.1 tonnes of carbon 
dioxide per year - a drop of almost 1.7 
tonnes on 2005 figures and the largest 
reduction per person in the whole county. 

Councillor Tony Hall, portfolio holder 
for the environment, told the Star the 
“encouraging" figures suggested that coun¬ 
cil-backed energy-saving schemes - such 
as providing new cavity wall insulation for 
council homes - had proved effective. 

“This is a really encouraging long-term 
trend, although there is still a lot of work to

do,” he said. 

“Harlow residents have clearly played 
their role in being more energy conscious, 
and we’re seeing the long term benefits of 
that now.” 

He added that the authority hoped to 
make further C02 reductions by installing 
new solar panels on almost 1,200 council- 
owned properties across the town and by 
continuing to cut energy use at the Civic 
Centre. 

“Harlow Council has put its own house 
in order by reducing energy use and earlier 
this year, the council revealed it had saved 
£246,000 from its energy bill over a year by 
introducing energy-saving measures at the 
Civic Centre,” he said. 

“With moves to cleaner sources of ener¬ 
gy at the top of the agenda, I hope we can 
keep pushing this figure further down¬ 
wards.”

HARLOW has consolidated 
its growing reputation as a 
top destination for arts lovers 
after scooping a prestigious 
public sculpture award. 

The town - which has the largest 
collection of public sculpture per 
head of population in the UK - has 
been awarded the Marsh Prize for 
Excellence in Public Sculpture for 
its longstanding commitment to the 
commissioning, installation and 
care of public works of art. 

Competition judges were 
impressed by the sheer range of 
sculpture on display in the town, 
which ranges from works by 
renowned post-war artists includ¬ 
ing Barbara Hepworth, Henry 
Moore, Elizabeth Frink and Lynn 
Chadwick to pieces from contem¬ 
porary sculptors Will Spankie, 
Nick Turvey and Ekkehard 
Altenburger. 

The panel also made special 
mention of Harlow Art Trust and 
the council’s ongoing commitment 
to the commissioning of new 
sculptures for Harlow and for the 
“excellent” work in publicising the 
existence of the art works through 
catalogues, maps and active educa¬ 
tion programmes. 

It is the first time that judges 


from The Public Monuments and 
Sculpture Association and Marsh 
-Christian Trust have offered an 
award to an entire town. 

Councillor Joel Charles, portfo¬ 
lio holder for community and citi¬ 
zenship, said the award cemented 
Harlow’s "outstanding reputation" 
for the arts. 

“This prestigious award under¬ 
lines the fact that Harlow is now 
firmly on the national arts map 
with a collection of real signifi¬ 
cance,” he told the Star. 

“Public sculpture has been at the 
heart of our town since its incep¬ 
tion and our outdoor collection has 
continued to grow over the years. 

“The fact that one of Britain's 
best known sculptors, John Mills, 
chose to hold a rare retrospective in 
our Gibberd Gallery this year is 
evidence of the outstanding reputa¬ 
tion Harlow now has for the arts.” 

Will Rea, chairman of Harlow 
Art Trust, added: “Harlow Art 
Trust is thrilled and delighted that 
Harlow Sculpture Town has been 
recognised and rewarded by the 
Marsh Christian Trust and PMSA 
for this prestigious prize. 

“It is recognition of Harlow’s 
collection and the hard work of the 
Harlow Art Trust, its partners and 
the town” 

The 2011 prize will be presented 
by His Royal Highness the Duke of 
Gloucester at a ceremony in 
London on November 2.

comedy classic in safe hands

MORE than 30 years since it was 
first staged, Richard Harris’s 
classic cricketing comedy is still 
hitting audiences for six. 

But then time stands still on the 
village green, where generation 
after generation of fiercely 
competitive gents have been 
living out their sporting fantasies 
for hundreds of years. And it will 
continue to do so for as long as 
their forgiving wives agree to 
make the tea. 

As the setting for a gentle satire 
of aspirational Middle England- 
types, it’s as sound as a well- 
rolled wicket although the play is 
less concerned with the actual 
thwack of leather on willow 
than the off-pitch interaction 
between the bedhopping

batsmen and their jealous other 
halves. 

And with a superb ensemble 
cast - cricket is a team game, 
after all - impressive set and 
impeccable direction, Harlow 
Theatre Company’s rip-roaring 
production brought these 
volatile relationships vividly and 
hilariously to life. 

The focus never strayed too far 
from officious club captain 
Roger (played with masterful 
timing and bumbling brilliance 
by Richard Parsley), a bundle of 
nervous energy desperately 
trying to hold his easily 


distracted teammates together 
ahead of a crunch match against 
their sworn enemies. 

But even his whiter-than-whites 
marriage to prim-and-proper 
housewife Miriam (a sparkling if 
all-too-rare turn from Jane 
Prangnell) is sullied by shock 
revelations of the increasingly 
frazzled captain playing away 
from home in Dorking. 

But theirs isn’t the only marriage 
on the rocks. Acid-tongued ice 
maiden Ginnie (an ice-cool 
Catherine Petherpridge) is also 
convinced that her hubby, boozy 
all-rounder Bob (an assured 
performance by Steve Hannam), 
is up to his old tricks as slimy, 
would-be womaniser Dennis (a 
solid first HTC performance from 


newcomer Mike Hughes) helps 
stir the pot. 

In fact it is only diminutive spin- 
bowler Kevin (a cheeky, chirpy 
Kyle Jaggers) and his 
domineering wife Maggie (a 
show-stealing turn from the 
talented Amanda Bailey) who 
seem happy and it’s their bawdy 
banter and topsy-turvy 
relationship that provided the 
biggest laughs of the evening. 
The comedy may have been 
straightforward and the script 
none-too taxing, but with such 
strong performances and 
direction it was impossible not 
to be bowled over by yet 
another high-scoring HTC 
production.

Tightly scripted by Matthew Vaughn, 
Jane Goldman and Peter Straughan, 
The Debt is a political thriller that 
cranks up the tension and elegantly 
conceals plot twists by cutting back 
and forth between events in 1966 and 
1997. 

On the whole, Madden abides by 
convention, but he occasionally 
wrong-foots us, including a jaw- 
dropping shock in the opening 10 
minutes that sparks nagging doubts 
about the life expectacy of the lead 
characters. 

The casualties of war are high and star

billing offers scant protection from an 
inglorious early exit. 

In Tel Aviv, 1997, Sarah Singer (Romi 
Aboulafia) proudly unveils a book 
about her brave mother Rachel (Helen 
Mirren), father Stephan (Tom 
Wilkinson) and fellow Mossad 
operative David Peretz (Ciaran Hinds), 
who were despatched to East Berlin in 
1966 to hunt down Nazi war criminal 
Dieter Vogel (Jesper Christensen). 
Through interviews with the people 
who were there, Sarah has penned a 
vivid account of the trio’s exploits 
behind enemy lines and their 
remarkable determination to bring 
Vogel to justice. 

Confronted with this written account 


of the 1966 mission to capture Vogel, 
who conducted horrific experiments 
on Jews, Rachel recalls the past with 
shame and despair. In flashback, we 
witness Rachel (Jessica Chastain) 
arrive in the divided capital, where she 
poses as the infertile wife of David 
(Sam Worthington) to secure a 
consultation with gynaecologist Vogel. 
Stephan (Marton Csokas) conceives 
the daring plan to kidnap ‘the Surgeon 
of Birkenau’ from his practice and 
smuggle his heavily drugged body 
across the border. However, Vogel is 
no pushover. 

The Debt holds our attention in a vice- 
like grip, anchored by strong 
performances from the two ensemble 
casts. Madden directs the set pieces 
with aplomb, including a perfectly 
timed escape from the doctor’s 


surgery. 

Screen chemistry between Chastain 
and Worthington sizzles and Mirren 
commands attention in later 
sequences, capturing the despair of a 
woman who has been looking over 
her shoudler, waiting for the truth to 
catch up with her. 

Christensen is mesmerising as the 
sadistic villain of the piece, baiting his 
captors by cackling, “I forgot. You 
Jews never knew how to kill. Only 
how to die.” 

There are a few plot holes, but we 
forgive Madden’s film the odd 
indiscretion because the characters 
certainly don’t forgive themselves, 
haunted by Stephan's assertion that: 
“Truth is a luxury. Some people have 
to put other things first: their family, 
their country.”

IT had to happen. Amidst all 
the doom and gloom of a 
stagnant market, double dip 
recession and a continuing 
fall in house prices, a report 
has been published denying 
it all. 

Just days after the 
Nationwide Building Society 
announced that house prices 
had fallen by 0.6 per cent in 
August, highlighting sluggish 
demand and marginal rise in 
the number of available 
properties, the Centre for 
Economic and Business 
Research is predicting house 
prices will rise by a whopping 
14 per cent over the next four 
years, taking the average 
house price up to £200,700! 

Compared to the 
Nationwide’s rather 
restrained report which 
suggested that prices will be 
stable or perhaps fall slightly 
over the rest of the year, the 
CEBR has revised its forecast 
for this year from a fall of 1.4 
per cent to a fall of 1.3 per 
cent. After this it claims that 
house prices will rise gently. 

Three factors are behind the 
CEBR’s prediction: a 
shortage of housin, an 
increase in mortgage 
availability and the fact that 
interest rates will remain low. 

According to the report, only 
110,000 new homes will be 
built every year compared to 
the 225,000 homes needed 
annually to keep pace with 
housing needs, population 
growth and the trend towards 
reduced household sizes. 

Last year just 105,000 new 
homes were built in England, 
the lowest level since the 
1920s. 

The CEBR believes there will 
be a gradual increase in the 
availability of mortgages. If 
more people can access 
mortgage funding, more 
people will be able to 
compete for properties, 
helping to push those prices 
up. 

As for continuing low base 
rates, with mortgage rates 
currently at record low levels 
how much lower could they 
get realistically? 

Second guessing the housing 
market has never been easy. 
Conflicting reports from the 
‘experts’ don’t offer much 
help!

Y OU can measure the 
importance of a car 
by the length of build¬ 
up to its introduction. By 
this simple yardstick Range 
Rover’s new Evoque is just 
about the most important 
car to be launched by the 
firm in the last decade. 

First there was the concept, 
then the public debut and now, 
after a wait that felt like 
Christmas had been postponed, 
the real thing is here. 

The Evoque is crucial because it 
will be the most accessible car 
Range Rover has ever made. It’s 
an important distinction to 
make - the Evoque is cheaper 
than the Discovery but that 
wears the Land Rover tag. 

No, the Evoque is a car for those 
who can’t yet afford a full-house 
Range Rover but want the status 
and prestige that goes with it. 

It all begins with the exterior 
appearance, which by any stan¬ 
dards is eye-catching. The fact 
that the Evoque looks like a con¬ 
cept car that has driven straight 
off the show stand shows how 
brave the company has been. 

It has clear brand identifiers 
like the clamshell bonnet and 
twin-bar grille, but the overall 
shape is much more radical and 
has a street-toughness about it 
that mixes with the luxury feel. 
Whatever your own opinion, the 
Evoque has unquestionably cap¬ 


tured the attention of the car¬ 
buying public and that is more 
than half the battle. 

Land Rover has also cleverly 
gone down the route of massive 
personalisation to tempt poten¬ 
tial buyers even more. There are 
12 exterior colours, three roof 
colours and eight alloy wheel 
designs just on the outside, but 
inside there are 16 tailored inte¬ 
riors as well as a huge list of 
options. 

Choosing your own will be a 
delicious and welcome dilemma, 
which of course is the whole 
point, but regardless of the 
boxes ticked the Evoque’s cabin 
is another big plus. There are 
lots of geometric shapes within 
the cabin that tie it with the 
exterior looks, while the quality 
of the trim and the coolness of 
the displays scream luxury. 

Of course, this is a significantly 
cheaper car than a Range Rover 


but the Evoque sits comfortably 
in the same ball park as its illus¬ 
trious big brother. 

Go for the five-door and you 
have a clearer view out and 
much easier access to the rear 
seats, whereas the three-door is 
arguably better looking but with 
the inevitable penalty of a 
tricky journey to the second 
row. Boot space is good, but fam¬ 
ilies who want one will be better 
served with five doors. 

Under the skin, the Evoque has 
more options than any Range 
Rover before it. As well as the 
obvious four-wheel drive layout 
there is a low-emission front- 
wheel drive model pared to the 
cleanest 148bhp 2.2-litre diesel, 
which achieves an impressive 
133g/km of CO 2 . There is a high¬ 
er-output 187bhp version of the 
diesel, too, as well as a 2.0-litre 
turbocharged petrol that is com¬ 
fortably the quickest of the 


range. 

However, if you want the full 
experience then the more power¬ 
ful diesel with four-wheel drive 
and an automatic gearbox is the 
way to go. 

Land Rover helpfully laid on 
some off-roading and it took 
only a few hundred metres to 
realise that any fears about this 
being a showy on-road poser 
were quickly dispelled. The 
Land Rover off-road genes are 
clearly there, and the car is 
capable of more than 99 per cent 
of its land-dwelling owners 
would ever go near. 

Despite all that, it is on road 
that the Evoque is most impres¬ 
sive. The first thing that 
screams out is the directness of 
the steering which is well- 
weighted and with decent feel 
but with a surprising sharpness 
which highlights how agile and 
planted the car is. 


Even in town it makes you for¬ 
get you are driving something 
which could be called an SUV 
The ride quality, certainly with 
the standard suspension, is 
impressive too, although there 
are alloy wheel options and the 
impressive MagneRide damping 
system to give you more comfort 
or sportiness as you desire. 

Once you’ve finished cruising 
sedately and glancing at your¬ 
self in shop windows, the temp¬ 
tation to explore its abilities on 
a quiet road will be too hard to 
resist. The promise shown at 
low speeds is fully realised as 
the Evoque corners with real 
zeal, shrugs off its kerbweight 
and attacks the road like some 
sort of overgrown hot hatch. 
That it can do this without feel¬ 
ing out of its depth in mud or 
too harsh on broken streets is 
testament to its breadth of abili¬ 
ty 

Some people won’t like the looks 
and others will dismiss it as 
another soft-roader for those 
who don’t need it. But viewed as 
a car in its own right the 
Evoque, is a mightily impres¬ 
sive piece of engineering and 
design. 

It is highly desirable, very capa¬ 
ble and even decent value. If 
you’re not a fan already maybe 
the sight of hundreds of them 
on the road in coming months 
will help change your mind.
